Extracts from the Rules and Regulations' 



CHAPTER I. ARTICLE II. 

OlMI'l'TS. 






The objects to he. accomplished by this organi 
zation arc as follows:— 

1. T«> preserve and strengthen those kind and 
fraternal feelings which bind together the soldiers, 
Bailors and marines who united to suppress the 
late Rebellion and to perpetuate the memory and 
history of i ho dead. 

2. To assist moll Cornier comraies in arms as 
need help and protection, and to extend needful 
aid ti> Hi- widow and orphans of those who have 
fallen. 

:;. To maintain true allegiance to the United 
States of Auiorloa, biased upon a paramount re- 
Bpeot for, and QdolJty to its Constitution and 
Laws; todlaoo c whatever tends to weak- 

en loyalty, I i to insurrection, freason or re- 
bellion or in auy manner impairs the efficiency 
and perman< •' four free institutions; and to 

iMi'"uruj;r i in' pi' ':nl jnf universal liberty, equal 
rights and Justlofl bo -'II men. 

CHAPTKH I. ARTICLE TV. 



12th, 1861, and April 9th, 1865, in the war for the 
suppression of the Rebellion, and those having 
been honorably discharged therefrom after such 
service, and of such State regiments as were called 
into active service and subject to the orders of 
U. S. General Officers, between the dates men- 
tioned, shall be eligible to membership in the 
Grand Army of the Republic. No person 
shall be eligible to membership who has at any 
time borne arms against the United States. 

CHAPTER V. AR'lICLE XI. 

Xo officer or comrade of the Grand Army of the 
Republic shall in any manner use this organiza- 
tion for partisan purposes, and no discussion of 
partisan questions shall be permitted at any of its 
meetings, nor sball any nomination for political 
office be made.
